Ho. of South Berkeley, testified that he 
had attested the signature at the Oakland 
home of Mrs. De La Porte and that he 
had aflvised ber to sign It in order to 
save her from the almshousc. On signing 
it sh$ was to receive $1000 and later her 
'home on Sixty-first street, Oakland, was 
sold in order to pay her the money.

her as Mrs. Do La Porte and declared 
that she was blind and had to be propped 
up in bed in order to affix her signa- 
ture. One of the witnesses, Mrs. Minnie 
Julllorat. of !HG Sixty-first street, Oak- 
land, also told of the execution of the 
paper.

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The Undertaking Cinch Bill. 


It is stated, by authority \ve presume, thai the Funeral Di- 


rectors' Association of California will ask the Legislature, at its 
next session, to pass a law forbidding any person not himself a 
licensed embalmer or -who does not employ a licensed embalmer 
from engaging in the undertaking business. Another provision 
of the proposed law forbids any person to do embalming unless 
ha has passed an examination and been licensed as an embalmer. 


Whether so intended or not, this bill will create a machinery 


for extortion and exaction. It will take the control of funerals 
out of the hands of the relatives of the dead and lodge it in the 
hands of associations whose business is to make all they can out 
of the most .sacred and necessary duties the living owe to the 
departed. In the burial of their dead people will be continually 
running up against rules and regulations established by the 
Association of Funeral Directors, limited by law, and a union of 
ernbalrners licensed by law. 


The bill aims to put an end to free competition in the under- 


taking business and to enable an association to fix a scale of prices 
to be charged anywhere and everywhere. Combinations in re- 
straint are always obnoxious, but a combination to monopolize the 
handling of the dead is especially obnoxious—it is revolting. An 
embalming charge would become a fixed and "arbitrary funeral 
expense, whether embalming was wanted or necessary. 
In case 


of objection, the undertaker will back up against the embalmers' 
organization, and the victims will have to submit or suffer dis- 
agreeable consequences. 


The costs of funerals are now unnecessarily large, and the 


Legislature will commit a great wrong if it lend a hand to tighten 
a cinch already oppressive. Moreover, the Legislature should 
be careful about passing laws at the instigation of specially inter- 
ested parties whose activities are prompted by self-interest, and 
who want legislative action on a matter intimately touching every 
person in the State, but want it taken without consulting the 
great body of the people whom it will affect. 


When Roosevelt was in San Francisco he was asked to visit the 


Panama-Pacific Exposition grounds, but said he did not have time. 
Small wonder he did not care to visit the exposition -site. It could 
only have reminded him of the base ingratitude with which San 
Francisco requited the inestimable service President Taf t ren- 
dered her. But for Taft's active interference in California's behalf 
there would have been no exposition site in San Francisco for any- 
body to visit. After enabling San Francisco to get the fair, Presi- 
dent Taft came all the way from Washington to'lend his presence 
-and the dignity of his great office to the ceremony of breaking1 


ground for the exposition. Eoosevelt, already in San Francisco, 
could not spare ,the time to visit the exposition site. Yet San 
Francisco turns Taft's picture to the wall and cheers for Roose- 
•"e!t. Even ,thc exposition managers are afraid to bpeak in com- 
plimentary terms of President Taft for fear that Tom Finn will 
come round and kick them for their impudence. The exposition 
will doubtless be a magnificent exhibition, but it will also be a 
glittering monument to the city's shame.
